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Christmas Clubs Pay $2,500,000

There are 37 more shopping days until Christ­ 
mas, 
For some people, this represents seven more 
weeks in which to raise money for the seemingly 
endless list of gifts they plan to buy. 
But for some 22,(HK) Lower Bucks Countian*. 
it means seven weeks in which to spend the more 
than $2,500,(XKI they have accrued through Christ­ 
m as Club savings in area banks. 
Six banks with a total of 20 Lower Bucks 
branches, and six savings and loan association with 
a combined total of nine area branches, report 
$2,195,878 being paid out to 21.561 club members. 
But the final total of savings to be returned 


this year to Lower Bucks Count inns through Christ­ 
mas Clubs will well exceed the quarter-of-a-million 
dollar figure since two banks were unable to pro­ 
vide a breakdown of figures for their Lower Bucks 
branches. The banks, the First Pennsylvania Bank­ 
ing and Trust Company and the Germantown Sav­ 
ing Fund, each have one branch in the area. 


Another bank, The Frankford Trust Company, 
opened its branch on Bristol Pike in Andalusia only 
recently and started its first Christm as Club last 
month. 


While the $50 and SKM) Christm as Club accounts 
ai SI and $2 per week are the most popular. S5 
and SIO weekly accounts are also available. 


This year's figure of better than $2,500,000 the 


some 22,000 accounts averages out to about $115 


per club member.
